The owner told his 
hens that he reserved absolutely for 
him self 
every 
tenth 
egg. 
The 
chickens decided that such a dem and 
was unreasonable and that, 
since 
they them selves liked eggs to eat, 
they would eat and w aste all they 
possibly could. 
The result was that 
the ow ner only got an egg occasion­ 
ally by close w atching and earnest 
entreaty. 
You know that no rancher in Cal­ 
ifornia or any o ther state ever did 
such a thing w ith his hens.

Income $40,000. 
B. J. R ouse has been manager of 
this 20 acre 
Valencia 
grove 
for 
seven years. 
The owner lives 
in 
Los Angeles. 
Mr. R ouse was quite 
reticent about 
some 
things, 
but 
said that last year 18,000 field boxes 
of oranges were picked from the 
twenty acres. 
In talking with the 
neighbors I found that this grove i* 
one of the best, if not the best, pro­ 
ducer in the district; 
that $40,000 
was the crop value received last 
year. 
“W hat do you think of Johnson 
and Hoover for president?”
